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the  police  can  accomplish  for  you.  Regard  the 
policeman  as  your  best  friend — you  are  paying  him 
to  keep  your  street  safe  and  orderly.  He  is  entitled 
to  your  help. 

Light  and  noise  are  very  distasteful  to  the  crim- 
inal. A  good  watch  dog  is  better  protection  than  a 
lock  on  the  door. 

A  revolver  in  the  hand  of  a  novice  is  not  as  good 
as  a  shot  gun  for  the  protection  of  the  home. 

In  case  of  a  serious  accident,  call  Police  Head- 
quarters for  Police  Ambulance. 

Don't  drive  in  the  center  of  street  when  you  hear 
a  siren  blowing  of  the  Police  Department,  Fire  De- 
partment or  Ambulance.    Pull  to  curb. 

Don't  try  to  beat  a  signal;  wait  until  it  is  green 
and  then  proceed. 

Don't  attempt  to  make  a  turn  without  first  giv- 
ing the  driver  behind  you  a  signal. 

Don't  park  in  restricted  places. 

Don't  try  to  follow  a  fire  apparatus. 

Don't  drive  through  a  safety  zone. 

Don't  make  a  garage  of  the  public  street.  You 
would  not  leave  your  radio  on  the  sidewalk  all  night 
and  expect  to  find  it  in  the  morning — why  your  auto? 

Educate  the  boy  and  girl  of  today,  who  are  to  be 
the  citizens  of  tomorrow,  the  great  necessity  of 
respect  for  law  and  authority,  explain  to  them  the 
great  handicap  of  a  conviction  for  violation  of  the 
law.  Teach  them  how  to  avoid  that  first  conviction, 
and  to  keep  their  names  from  the  criminal  records. 

Let  us  all  help  the  boy  and  girl  of  today  to  live  to 
be  respected  citizens  in  this  community.  Do  some- 
thing to  save  the  citizens  from  becoming  criminals, 
rather  than  attempting  to  reform  them,  and  at  such 
a  cost. 

In  case  of  trouble,  notify  police  headquarters  at 
once — be  very  exact  in  giving  street  and  number  and 
all  information  you  possess  regarding  crime  and 
description  of  the  criminal.

Citizens,  Co 'Operate  With  Your  Police 

We  teach  the  detectives  the  ways  of  the  criminal 
and  it  is  his  duty  to  study  the  different  ways  in 
which  each  crime  is  committed.  He  is  in  a  constant 
battle  of  wits  with  the  criminal,  each  trying  to 
outwit  the  other,  and  where  do  we  find  the  citizen, 
the  employer  of  the  policeman? 

The  citizen  unwittingly  is  the  person  whose  help 
is  indispensible  to  the  crook  in  the  commission  of 
a  crime,  and  we  find  only  too  often  the  citizen  on 
the  side  of  the  criminal. 

Cultivate  the  acquaintance  of  the  patrolman  on. 
your  beat,  ask  something  of  the  methods  of  a  house 
burglar,  the  highwayman,  the  yeggman,  the  common 
house  thief,  the  white-slaver,  and  other  criminals, 
and  he  will  tell  you  something  that  will  help  safe- 
guard your  life  and  property. 

If  the  law  of  the  land  is  to  be  respected  in  this 
community  then  it  is  the  duty  of  all  law  abiding 
citizens  to  give  their  undivided  co-operation  to  the 
officers  who  are  sworn  to  enforce  the  law,  and  by 


their  action  prove  to  the  police  officials  and  the 
judges  of  our  courts,  that  they  stand  for  law  and 
order  in  the  community,  and  by  knowing  the  ways 
of  the  criminal  (like  the  army  general  who  knows 
the  plan  of  the  opposing  army),  you  will  be  in  a 
position  to  protect  your  life  and  property. 


"Don't*"  to  Guard  Against  Burglars 

Don't  leave  a  note  on  the  door  bell  announcing 
that  you  are  out  and  will  return  at  a  given  time. 

Don't  leave  your  door  key  under  the  mat,  or  over 
the  door. 

Don't  pull  all  the  shades  of  your  apartment  when 
you  go  out;  it  is  an  invitation  for  thieves  to  enter. 

Don't,  when  you  hire  new  servants,  take  them 
into  your  confidence  until  you  can  be  reasonably 
sure  they  are  honest. 

Don't  fail  to  note  the  distinctive  marks  on  your 
valuables.  This  greatly  assists  the  police  in  their 
search.  Number  of  case  and  movement  of  watch, 
all  descriptive  marks  on  jewelry,  etc.,  keep  recorded. 

Don't  allow  strangers  who  represent  themselves 
as  gas  inspectors,  etc.,  into  your  house  unless  they 
can  show  cx-edentials. 

Don't  leave  valuables  in  the  house  when  you  go 
away  for  a  vacation.  Thieves  can  enter  any  house 
if  they  have  time. 

Don't  think  an  open  window  is  safe  from  intru- 
sion because  it  is  not  near  a  fire  escape. 

Don't  give  strangers  information  regarding  your 
neighbors. 

Don't  close  your  house  or  apartment  for  any  con- 
siderable time  without  being  sure  that  the  windows 
and  doors  are  securely  fastened — don't  rely  on  ordin- 
ary locks — nail  the  windows  if  necessary — heavy  bolt 
locks  are  most  secure  for  doors. 

Don't  go  on  your  vacation  without  given  written 
notice  of  your  absence  to  the  captain  at  the  nearest 
police  station — the  police  are  glad  to  give  your 
property  special  attention. 


Against  Pickpocket*    "Don't*"  to  Guard 

Don't  carry  your  pocketbook  in  your  hip  pocket. 

Don't  become  careless  when  in  a  crowd — keep 
your  coat  buttoned  up — and  your  eye  on  your 
pockets. 

Don't  be  too  eager  to  show  your  money  in  banks, 
theatres,  railroad  depots,  steamboat  landings  or 
other  public  places.  It  is  an  invitation  for  crim- 
inals to  follow,  assault  or  rob  you. 

Don't  fall  asleep  in  public  places;  this  gives 
thieves  an  opportunity  to  steal  your  valuables. 

Don't,  when  shopping,  lay  your  handbag  or  valu- 
ables on  the  counter  while  looking  at  goods — this  is 
an  opportunity  thieves  are  looking  for. 

Don't  carry  your  hand  bag  suspended  by  a  strap 
from  your  wrist.  Hold  it  tightly  in  your  hand. 
This  prevents  thieves  from  opening  the  bag  or  tak- 
ing valuables  from  it — or  from  cutting  the  strap  to 
steal  the  hand  bag. 

Miscellaneous 

Have  you  a  good  clear  description  of  your  per- 
sonal property?  Could  you,  if  requested,  quickly 
supply  an  accurate  description  of  each  member  of 
your  family? — giving  some  descriptive  mark  by 
which  he  or  she  might  be  identified,  and  not  the 
usual  age,  height  and  weight.  Such  descriptions 
are  essential  if  anything  serious  should  happen  in 
your  family — write  them  in  a  book. 

If  you  lose  your  watch,  or  automobile,  you  should 
be  able  instantly  to  give  the  police  all  the  numbers 
and  marks  placed  upon  them  for  identification  pur- 
poses, as  well  as  every  distinctive  mark  on  your 
property. 

Keep  your  eyes  open.  Learn  to  observe.  It  costs 
nothing  and  it  is  a  habit  that  once  formed  will 
always  help  you. 

When  you  see  a  crime  committed,  or  observe  a 
suspicious  person  or  condition,  notify  the  police  at 
once.  It  is  their  sworn  duty  to  enforce  the  law.  It 
is  your  duty  as  citizens  to  co-operate  with  them. 
The  more  you  co-operate  with  the  police,  the  more

Gentlemen : — 

Herewith  please  find  the  Fifty-sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Buffalo  Police  Department, 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1929,  and  the  Second  Annual  Report  under  the  new 
Charter.  In  this  report  an  effort  has  been  made  to  conform  to  the  standard  for  Annual 
Reports  as  outlined  by  the  Committee  on  Uniform  Crime  Records  of  the  International  As- 
sociation of  Chiefs  of  Police. 

The  various  statistical  tables  included  in  this  report  contain  data  with  respect  to  the 
prevalency  of  crime  in  this  community.  The  decrease  in  major  crimes,  except  Murder  and 
Robbery,  is  gratifying.  A  total  of  42,851  arrests  were  made  during  the  year,  of  which 
2,740  were  for  major  offenses. 

The  situation  so  far  as  vice  and  gambling  is  concerned,  is  very  satisfactory. 

During  the  past  year  the  "TELETYPE"  system  of  communication  was  installed  in  the 
department.  The  transmitting  machine  is  located  in  Police  Headquarters,  with  receiving 
machines  in  all  precinct  station  houses  and  in  the  office  of  the  different  bureau  and  divi- 
sion heads.  This  installation  has  increased  the  efficiency  of  the  department,  besides  giv- 
ing the  desk  lieutenants  more  time  to  care  for  the  multitudinous  duties  in  the  station 
houses. 

The  Flash  Light  Signal  System  is  about  completed  in  the  12th,  14th,  16th  and  17th 
Precincts,  which  leaves  but  four  of  the  seventeen  precincts  equipped  with  the  old  system. 
The  installation  of  this  system  has  given  added  protection  to  the  residents  of  the  precincts 
in  which  it  is  installed. 

The  appropriation  for  the  department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  1,  1930,  amounts 
to  $3,172,450.31  plus  $10,000  for  the  purchase  of  new  automobiles. 

The  program  of  action  for  the  ensuing  year,  for  which  the  necessary  funds  have  been 
made  available,  provides  for  the  installation  and  development  of  the  Police  Radio  System 
for  broadcasting  to  moving  police  automobiles. 

To  further  improve  the  efficiency  of  the  department,  the  following  recommendations 
are  made : 

That  the  Flash  Light  Signal  System  be  extended  to  include  the  remaining  four  police 
precincts,  giving  the  department  a  citywide  flashlight  signal  system. 

That  a  modern,  fire  proof  building  be  constructed  for  Police  Headquarters,  to  re- 
place the  present  building  which  was  built  in  1884.

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Surgeon's  Report 


The  Surgeon's  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1929  is  hereby  submitted. 

During  the  year  nine  members  in  active  service  died.  All  the  deaths  were  from  natural  causes 
excepting  Patrolman  Charles  P.  Smith  who  was  killed  in  an  automobile  accident.  Nine  members  of 
the  department  eligible  for  pension  were  superannuated. 

A  total  of  8983  days  were  lost  by  members  and  employees  under  the  care  of  the  Surgeon  living 
in  the  district  north  of  Genesee  Street;  2115  visits  were  made. 

The  members  and  employees  under  the  combined  care  of  the  Surgeon  and  Assistant  Surgeon 
lost  a  total  of  16,701  days  due  to  illness  or  injury,  or  an  average  of  12  days  per  person,  a  total  of 
4062  calls  were  made. 

The  numerical  strength  of  the  Force  is  1179  members;  total  time  lost  15,442  days  or  13  days 
per  member;  12,353  days  were  lost  by  the  853  patrolmen  in  the  Force  or  14.4  days  per  man. 

An  inspection  of  all  the  Station  Houses  was  made  and  were  found  to  be  in  a  sanitary  condition. 
In  some  instances  though  a  lack  of  proper  care  due  to  inefficient  janitor  service  was  apparent.  Some 
of  the  buildings  are  in  need  of  interior  painting. 

Other  services  rendered  incident  to  the  position  included  treatment  of  members  not  actually 
on  sick  leave,  attendance  on  persons  confined  in  station  houses,  examination  of  recruits  and  mem- 
bers applying  for  superannuation,  giving  advice  in  cases  of  persons  arrested  having  a  medical 
aspect,  the  keeping  of  records  and  other  necessary  clerical  work.

FIRST  PRECINCT 

MURDER  1st — Joseph  Dibenedetto,  aged  35,  of  710  Seventh  Street,  was  shot  and  killed  about 
5:45  p.  m.  Feb.  27,  1929.  Two  shots  were  fired  at  Dibenedetto  by  another  Italian  in  front  of  Pala- 
dino's  grocery  at  116  Dante  Place.  He  tried  to  escape  by  running  into  the  store  but  was  followed  and 
shot  to  death.   No  motive  was  established  for  the  crime,  and  no  one  has  been  apprehended. 

MURDER  1st — Antonio  Moretta,  age  55,  of  600  North  Division  Street,  was  found  in  an  uncon- 
scious condition  in  his  shoe  repair  shop,  121 1/2  Swan  Street,  at  11:18  a.  m.,  Friday,  Nov.  29,  1929,  by 
Samuel  Haffager  of  277  Swan  Street,  a  customer.  Moretta  was  taken  to  the  Emergency  Hospital  and 
was  found  to  have  a  fractured  skull,  caused  by  being  hit  with  some  blunt  instrument.  Investigation 
failed  to  disclose  a  motive  for  the  crime  or  find  any  witnesses  to  it.  No  one  has  been  apprehended 
up  to  this  time. 

SECOND  PRECINCT 

MANSLAUGHTER— About  10  p.  m.  July  5, 1929,  Vincent  Torpy,  age  33,  of  445  Winspear 
Avenue,  was  attacked  by  Michael  Rossiter,  his  brother-in-law,  of  812  E.  Eagle  Street,  in  an  alley  off 
Smith  Street  a  short  distance  north  of  Eagle  Street.  Torpy  was  kicked  and  beaten  so  badly  that 
death  resulted  in  the  Emergency  Hospital  a  short  time  later.  The  attack  was  the  sequel  of  a  family 
fight  on  Oct.  3,  1928  in  which  Mrs.  Rossiter  his  mother-in-law,  was  slashed  by  Torpy  and  received  in- 
juries that  caused  her  death.  Torpy  was  out  on  bail  for  Manslaughter  when  attacked  by  Rossiter  and 
was  visiting  in  the  neighborhood  where  he  formerly  lived.  Rossiter  was  indicted  for  Manslaughter 
1st  degree.  Case  is  pending. 

MURDER  1st — During  a  drunken  quarrel  about  7  p.  m.,  August  30,  1929,  at  182  Swan  Street, 
John  Weiss,  alias  Dutch,  of  the  same  address,  slashed  the  throat  of  Julia  Bingo,  of  185  Cedar  Street, 
causing  death,  and  then  cut  his  own  throat  slightly.  He  was  taken  to  the  Emergency  Hospital  and 
recovered.  Was  indicted  for  Murder  1st  degree  and  later  allowed  to  plead  guilty  to  Manslaughter 
1st  degree.  On  January  24th  he  was  sentenced  to  Auburn  prison  by  Judge  Rowe  for  a  term  of  25 
years. 

MURDER  2nd — Mrs.  Lorenzia  Daniels,  age  25,  of  113  Hickory  Street,  was  fatally  stabbed  in 
the  left  breast  about  9:15  p.  m.,  Oct.  10, 1929,  in  the  front  room  of  her  house,  by  Mrs.  Mary  Bradley, 
of  493  Jefferson  Avenue.  The  two  are  colored  women  and  the  stabbing  was  the  outcome  of  a  quarrel 
between  them.  Mrs.  Bradley  was  permitted  to  plead  guilty  to  Manslaughter  1st  degree,  after  in- 
dictment for  Murder  2nd  degree,  and  on  Nov.  15th  was  sentenced  to  the  Women's  Prison  for  a  term  of 
10  to  20  years  by  Judge  Noonan. 

MURDER  2nd — Giovanni  Turielloi,  of  215  Swan  Street,  was  arrested  on  October  13, 1929,  accused 
of  shooting  Louis  Magnotti,  of  444  Eagle  Street,  who  was  found  dead  in  front  of  81  Myrtle  Avenue, 
about  8:20  p.  m.,  Oct.  13,  1929.  The  two  had  been  playing  cards  with  other  acquaintances  earlier  in 
the  day  and  the  shooting  was  the  outcome  of  a  quarrel  which  started  during  the  game.  Turielloi 
was  indicted  for  Murder  2nd  degree,  was  permitted  to  plead  guilty  to  Manslaughter  2nd  degree,  and 
on  Dec.  6th,  Judge  Thorn  sentenced  him  to  Auburn  prison  for  7%  to  15  years. 

THIRD  PRECINCT 

MURDER  2nd — During  a  drunken  quarrel  Charles  Hayes,  colored,  of  26  Milnor  Street,  was  shot 
by  Thomas  Kelly,  colored,  about  5 :20  a.  m.,  Nov.  10,  1929,  in  front  of  486  Michigan  Avenue.  The  two 
men  had  been  drinking,  and  argued  over  the  possession  of  a  five  dollar  bill,  which,  according  to  Kelly, 
he  placed  on  a  table  to  pay  for  drinks ;  the  money  was  taken  by  Hayes,  who  refused  to  return  it.  The

men  resumed  the  argument  on  the  street,  and  the  fatal  shooting  of  Hayes  followed.  Kelly  was  ar- 
rested, indicted  for  Murder  2nd  degree,  was  permitted  to  plead  guilty  to  Manslaughter  2nd  degree, 
and  because  of  a  previous  felony  conviction  was  sentenced  to  Auburn  Prison  for  20  years  by  Judge 
Thorn. 

FOURTH  PRECINCT 

MANSLAUGHTER— About  4  o'clock  a.  m„  April  14,  1929,  Joseph  Jastrzembski,  a  soft  drink 
place  proprietor,  500  Spring  Street,  was  shot  by  Casimer  Gorski,  age  28,  of  85  Wilson  Street.  Gor- 
ski  was  refused  admittance  to  the  place  and  fired  a  shot  which  struck  Jastrzembski  in  the  face, 
causing  death  a  few  days  later.  Gorski  escaped  at  the  time  but  was  arrested  on  May  11th  and 
was  indicted  for  Manslaughter  1st  degree.  A  plea  of  guilty  to  Manslaughter  2nd  degree  was  accepted, 
and  on  July  1st  Judge  Larkin  sentenced  him  to  Auburn  prison  for  5  to  10  years. 

FIFTH  PRECINCT 

MURDER  1st— Mabel  B.  Fletcher,  age  34,  married,  of  87  Bradley  Street,  was  shot  and  killed 
in  her  home  about  10:40  p.  m.  April  24,  1929.  George  A.  Nicholls  was  arrested  for  the  crime. 
Nicholls  was  rooming  with  the  Fletchers  and  about  two  months  previous  to  the  killing  of  Mrs. 
Fletcher,  her  husband,  John  W.  Fletcher,  separated  from  his  wife  and  left  home  because  of  Nicholls' 
attentions  to  her.  On  April  22nd  the  Fletchers  settled  their  difficulties  and  he  returned  home; 
Nicholls  continued  to  room  there.  On  the  night  of  April  24th  the  couple  attended  a  meeting  down 
town  and  after  they  returned  home,  started  upstairs  for  their  bed-room  Nicholls  fired  at  Mrs. 
Fletcher  with  a  Colt  45  automatic,  killing  her.  He  then  went  to  No.  5  Police  Station,  and  gave  himself 
up.  Nicholls  was  indicted  for  Murder  1st  degree.  Later  a  plea  of  guilty  to  Manslaughter  1st  de- 
gree was  accepted,  and  he  was  sentenced  to  Auburn  prison  by  Judge  Larkin,  for  a  term  of  10  to  20 
years. 

EIGHTH  PRECINCT 

MANSLAUGHTER— About  9  p.  m.,  Feb.  26,  1929,  John  Newman,  age  31,  of  56  Kosciuszko 
Street,  was  fatally  slashed  with  a  razor  by  Stanley  Wasierski,  his  father-in-law,  of  the  same  address. 
Wasierski  had  been  drinking  and  when  Newman  came  into  the  house,  looking  for  his  wife,  a  quarrel 
started  between  the  two  and  ended  with  the  cutting  of  Newman.  He  was  taken  to  the  Emergency 
Hospital  where  he  died  a  short  time  later.  Wasierski  was  arrested  and  indicted  for  Manslaughter 
1st  degi'ee.  On  April  19th  a  plea  of  guilty  to  Manslaughter  1st  degree  was  accepted,  and  he  was 
sentenced  to  Auburn  prison  for  7M>  to  15  years  by  Judge  Hinkley. 

MURDER  1st— Henry  E.  Schwarzott,  age  54,  of  418  Madison  Street,  killed  his  wife  Mary,  age 
55,  about  3  p.  m.,  Sept.  4,  1929,  in  the  wood-shed  of  their  home,  by  slashing  her  throat  with  a  knife, 
and  then  committed  suicide  by  hanging.  Schwarzott  had  been  out  of  work  for  five  months,  and  be- 
came despondent  because  of  being  unable  to  find  employment.  No  other  motive  could  be  found  for  the 
crime  as  the  couple  had  no  domestic  trouble. 

TENTH  PRECINCT 

MURDER  1st — Joseph  Syracuse,  age  33,  of  95  Tenth  Street,  a  shoe-repairer  with  shop  at 
2528  Delaware  Avenue,  was  shot  and  killed  at  7:10  a.  m.,  June  25,  1929,  at  Virginia  and  Tenth 
Streets.  Syracuse  left  his  home  a  few  minutes  before  to  go  to  work  and  was  fired  on  by  two  men. 
A  large  dark  colored  touring  car,  occupied  by  another  man,  picked  the  two  up  and  drove  rapidly  away. 
Several  suspects  were  brought  in  and  questioned  but  because  of  insufficient  evidence  were  not  held. 
No  one  brought  to  trial  for  this  offense. 
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TWELFTH  PRECINCT 

MUKDER  1st— On  May  17,  1929,  Clarence  F.  Schreiber,  a  patrolman  attached  to  the  16th 
Precinct  Station,  was  arrested  and  accused  of  shooting  and  killing  his  wife,  Pauline,  in  their  home 
at  23  Humason  Avenue,  about  1:45  a.  m.  May  17,  1929.  The  woman  was  in  bed  at  the  time  and 
according  to  Schreiber,  she  shot  herself  with  his  service  revolver  which  he  placed  on  the  dresser  a 
few  minutes  before.  He  was  indicted  for  Murder  1st  degree,  tried  and  found  guilty  of  Manslaughter 
2nd  degree,  and  on  December  2nd  was  sentenced  to  Auburn  prison  for  7^4  to  15  years  by  Judge 
Thorn. 

THIRTEENTH  PRECINCT 

MANSLAUGHTER — Joseph  Gancasz,  age  14,  of  220  Amherst  Street,  was  arrested  on  January 
19,  1929,  and  accused  of  causing  the  death  of  Steve  Wojcieszak,  age  13,  of  24  Clay  Street.  About 
6 :25  p.  m.,  that  day,  while  the  two  boys  and  other  companions  were  playing  in  front  of  30  Kail  Street, 
Gancasz  took  a  revolver  from  his  pocket  and  Wojcieszak  tried  to  take  it  from  him.  During  the 
scuffle  the  gun  was  discharged,  the  bullet  striking  Wojcieszak  in  the  lung,  causing  death  in  the  Mil- 
lard Fillmore  Hospital  a  half  hour  later.  Investigation  disclosed  the  fact  that  the  gun  was  one 
stolen  from  the  Marine  Trust  Bank  at  Niagara  and  Tonawanda,  which  was  entered  on  January  1st 
by  Gancasz,  who  stole  two  revolvers  and  a  small  sum  of  money.  Gancasz  was  sentenced  to  the 
State  Agricultural  and  Industrial  School,  Industry,  N.  Y.,  on  a  charge  of  burglary. 

MURDER  2nd — Joseph  Tostichal,  age  54,  of  87  Halstead  Street,  Sloan,  N.  Y.,  was  struck  on 
the  head  by  George  Lasota,  a  fellow  employe  of  the  Standard  Foundry  Company,  743  Hertel  Avenue, 
about  9:50  p.  m.,  April  15,  1929.  Both  men  were  working  at  the  time;  Tostichal,  also  known  as 
Miller,  was  a  sub-foreman  and  a  few  nights  previous  reprimanded  Lasota  for  not  doing  his  work 
properly  and  was  said  to  have  called  Lasota  a  vile  name.  At  the  time  he  was  attacked  by  Lasota  he  was 
reprimanding  another  workman,  and  was  struck  with  a  sand  hammer  from  behind,  receiving  a  frac- 
tured skull.  Lasota  was  arrested  for  Murder  1st  degree,  tried  and  convicted  of  Murder  2nd  degree, 
and  on  June  7th  was  sentenced  to  Auburn  prison  for  20  years  to  Life  by  Judge  Larkin. 

MURDER  1st— About  1 :35  p.  m.,  April  26,  1929,  Alvin  W.  Daigler,  Assistant  Treasurer  of 
Fedders  Mfg.  Co.,  57  Tonawanda  Street,  was  held  up  and  a  pay  roll  taken.  At  the  time  Daigler  was 
leaving  the  vault  in  the  sub-cellar  of  the  plant  with  $8,131.13  in  pay  envelopes,  when  three  men  en- 
tered and  held  him  up  with  guns,  seized  the  pay-roll  and  started  away.  As  they  were  leaving  the  main 
entrance  of  the  plant,  John  Perraton,  an  employee  jumped  on  one  of  the  bandits  and  was  shot  and 
killed.  The  men  got  away  in  a  Nash  Sedan  but  were  followed  by  Theodore  Sipowicz,  of  618  Military 
Road,  and  John  Slazcyk,  of  98  Amherst  Street,  to  a  garage  in  the  rear  of  350  Potomac  Avenue.  Sipo- 
wicz and  Slazcyk  hurried  to  No.  5  Police  Station  and  notified  the  police.  Detective  Sergeant  Charles 
P.  Glor,  Detective  Richard  Reed  and  Patrolman  Neil  Murray  left  in  the  police  car,  and  when  they 
reached  350  Potomac,  saw  a  Ford  Sedan  occupied  by  two  men  leaving  the  yard.  Officer  Murray  was 
in  uniform  and  when  the  police  car  was  seen  one  of  the  men  pushed  a  gun,  presumed  to  be  a  machine 
gun,  through  the  rear  window  of  the  Ford  Sedan  and  kept  it  trained  on  the  police  car.  After  a  chase 
the  two  abandoned  the  Ford  car  on  Abbottsford  Place,  near  Forest  Avenue,  and  at  this  point  firing 
took  place  between  officers  and  bandits;  Glor  was  shot  in  both  arms,  with  bullets  from  a  machine 
gun.  The  bandits  then  held  up  an  approaching  automobile,  forced  occupants  to  leave  and  got  away. 
They  abandoned  a  bag  of  money  in  the  Ford  Sedan,  amounting  to  $6,710.56,  which  was  recovered 
by  the  police. 

The  following  were  arrested  for  this  offense:  April  29th,  Anthony  Kalkiewicz,  of  Depew,  N.  Y.; 
May  2nd,  John  Kwiatkowski,  of  968  Sycamore  Street,  and  on  May  28th,  Steve  Ziolkowski,  95  St. 
Joseph  Avenue.  Ziolkowski,  alias  Bolly,  was  arrested  at  Bennington,  N.  Y.,  by  Detective  Sergeants 
John  Whalen  and  John  Czajkowski,  tried  to  escape  and  was  shot  by  Whalen  and  seriously  wounded, 
but  recovered. 

The  three  men  were  indicted  for  Murder  1st  degree,  Kwiatkowski  was  tried  and  acquitted. 
Kalkiewicz  and  Ziolkowski  were  convicted  as  charged,  and  sentenced  to  be  put  to  death. 
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SIXTEENTH  PRECINCT 


MURDER  1st— About  11  o'clock  a.  m.,  July  27,  1929,  Fred  Fechter,  proprietor  of  a  soft  drink 
place  984  East  Delavan  Avenue,  at  Northumberland,  was  shot  and  killed  at  that  location,  by  three 
bandits  who  waylaid  him  when  he  returned  from  the  bank  with  $8,396.00,  to  cash  checks  of  em- 
ployees of  the  nearby  plants.  After  shooting  Fechter  the  men  took  the  package  containing  the 
money  and  left  the  scene  in  an  Essex  sedan,  stolen  on  July  18th. 

On  September  8,  1929,  the  following  named  were  arrested  and  charged  with  the  murder  of  Mr. 
Fechter : 

Max  Rybarczyk,  of  250  Wilson  Street ;  Alex  Bogdonoff  and  Steve  Grzedhowiak,  of  Sloan,  N.  Y. 
All  were  tried  and  convicted  in  the  County  Court  before  Judge  Rowe,  and  sentenced  to  be  put  to 
death.
